In a White Ho u se statemen t, Nix o n 
rep eated his earlier warn in g that the 
co n gressio n al o rder to en d all bo mbin g in 
Cambo dia had elimin ated “an imp o rtan t 
in cen tiv e fo r a n ego tiated settlemen t in 
Cambo dia;” had weak en ed that n atio n ’s se­ 
cu rity an d “u n dermin es the p ro sp ects o f 
wo rld p eace by raisin g do u bts in the min ds 
o f bo th frien ds an d adv ersaries co n cern in g 
the reso lv e an d cap acity o f the Un ited 
States to stan d by in tern atio n al agree­ 
men ts when they are v io lated by o ther 
p arties.” 
The statemen t said that Nix o n ’s o n ly 
co u rse was to accep t the Au g. 15 bo mbin g 
deadlin e relu ctan tly . 
In the mean time, it added the Un ited 
States “will stan d firmly with the Khmer 
Rep u blic in facin g the cu rren t challen ge 
an d will co n tin u e to p ro v ide the max imu m 
amo u n t 
o f 
eco n o mic 
an d 
military 
assistan ce p ermitted by p resen t legal co n ­ 
strain ts.” 
Dep u ty 
Press Secretary Gerald L. 
Warren deliv ered the statemen t, which he 


said had been p rep ared o n “behalf o f the 
Presiden t” an d with Nix o n 's ap p ro v al. 
In it, the Presiden t said as he had 
p rev io u sly in an Au g. 2 letter to the 
Co n gress, that No rth Vietn am leaders 
“wo u ld be mak in g a v ery dan gero u s erro r 
if they misto o k the cessatio n o f U.S. 
co mbat activ ity in Cambo dia fo r an 
in v itatio n to p u rsu e a p o licy o f aggressio n 
in So u theast Asia.” 


“It sho u ld be clearly u n dersto o d in 
Han o i,” the statemen t said, “that the 
Presiden t will wo rk with Co n gress in o rder 
to tak e ap p ro p riate actio n if No rth 
Vietn am 
mo u n ts an o ffen siv e which 
jeo p ardizes stability in In do chin a an d 
threaten s to o v ertu rn the settlemen t 
reached after so mu ch sacrificed by so 
man y fo r so lo n g.”

The bank teller, wearing a 
bright yellow miniskirt, giggles 
as the first customer steps up 
to her window She's a little 
nervous, because this is her 
first day at work at a min­ 
ireplica of Brazil's Banco Na­ 
cional. And she's barely 6 years 
old. 
The setting is an exclusive 
private school in Rio for kid­ 
dies between 5 and 8. where the 
curriculum was recently jazzed 
iq> to include minimockups (rf 
the 
workaday 
world. 
The 
school, known popularly as 
Toca do Coelhinho — Portu­ 
guese for Bunny's Hole — now 
boasts a tiny bank, gift store, 
travel 
agency, 
lit^ry 
and 
photo laboratory, all run by the 
children themselves. 
Realism is the objective. 
EAch minienterprise is styled 
after a real Rio business. 
School officials say that since 
most erf the pupils probably will 
follow their parents into the 
"managerial class. ' it is appro­ 
priate to initiate them early in 
their future occupations 
Tuition at the Bunny's Hole is 
$700 a year. Hie average an­ 
nual per-person income in Bra­ 
zil is $500 Forty-four pupils are 
enrolled at the school, and 
around one-third are children <rf 
foreign executives and diplo­ 
mats. 
The manager of the school's 
minibank. for example, turns 
out to be the 8-year-old son of a 
vice president of Banco Nacion­ 
al. one of Brazil's biggest com­ 
mercial banks 
No cash circulates in the 
minibank Money is represent­ 
ed by minichecks printed espe­ 
cially by Banco Nacional. 'The 
checks are. however, backed bv 


real money from the kiddies' 
parents. Mothers and fathers 
let their children make deposits 
and withdrawals at the school 
within a monthly limit — usual­ 
ly around 50 cruzeiros, or $8. 
The kids use their minichecks 
to buy articles in the minigift 
sIk^ or to take class outings in 
the greater Rio area, which 
they plan and organize them­ 
selves. 
Banco Nacional has donated 
pintsized bank furniture and a 
real adding machine and type­ 
writer to the minibank. It has 
also assigned two adult employ­ 
es to coach the kiddie tellers 
and accountants during the 
four-hour banking week at tl^ 
Bunny's Hole branch. 
The Rio travel agency spon­ 
soring the school's miniagency 
co(^rates not only with gen­ 
uine travel posters and bro­ 
chures but with real tours to as 
far away as Disneyland. At this 
point, however, the pintsized 
leadership system breaks down. 
Children under 8 have to take 
along at least one adult. The 
lucky grownup he chooses has 
to kick in $850 plus airfare for 
his own two-week excursion 
plus $500 for the kid's. 
The school plans to expand 
its real-life orientation program 
to include the use (rf minicredit 
cards 
and 
mini-installment 
plans. It also wants to open up 
other minibusinesses related to 
engineering and the applied sci­ 
ences.

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Court suit challenges 
punishment at school 


KANSAS a T Y ( A P ) - A suit 
was filed in U.S. District Court 
here Tuesday against officials 
of the State Training School for 
Boys at Boonville. Mo. It chal- 
ler^es the practice of holding 
youths in maximum security. 
The petition claims the prac­ 
tice is cruel and unusual punish­ 
ment because of improper con­ 
ditions at the Boonville in­ 
stitution. It also says placing 
youths in maximum security 
without an administrative hear­ 
ing is a violation of their civil 
rights. 
The suit asks the court to 
bar the practice until the 
school adopts written procedur­ 
al safeguards, including rules 
of conduct, notice of charges, 
use of administrative hearings 
and establishment of set terms 
for those put in maximum se­ 
curity. it also calls for mainte­ 
nance of minimum standards 
such as cleanliness, adequate 
medical and dental care and 
better recreation and education 
programs. 
Hie suit also requests the 
federal court to halt the in­ 
stitution's censoring of corre­ 
spondence except in cases in­ 


volving contraband, the suit 
was brought by lawyers affil­ 
iated with the NationalJuvenile 
Law Center in St. Louis on be­ 
half of a youth at the school; 
Lavun Harris. It names the su­ 
perintendent. the acting direc­ 
tor of the training school’s 
board and members of the 
board.

attacks and other p r<^lems. 
This isn’t alway s true. If the 
woman has liv er disease, p ll 
bladder disease, kidney disease, 
diabetes or certain inherited 
metabolism diseases, she may 
hav e a high cholesterol lev el 
any way , and such high lev els 
from any cause may contribute 
to the dev elop ment of fatty 
dep osits in the arteries, with an 
increased 
tendency 
towards 
heart 
attacks 
and 
other 
p roblems. 
If 
the 
blood 
fat 
and 
cholesterol lev els are too high in 
a woman during childbearing 
y ears, the cause needs to be 
looked 
for, 
and 
it 
needs 
attention just as much as it does 
in a man. 
Women 
hav e 
two .main 
female sex hormones, estrogen 
and p rogesterone. They also 
p roduce the male hormone, 
testosterone. It is the ratio of 


these 
that 
determine 
her 
femaleness. The same can be 
said for men. The main sex 
horm one 
for 
men 
is 
testosterone, 
but ev en 
the 
testicles p roduce estrogen and 
related 
hormones. 
The 
maleness of the indiv idual is 
dep endent on the ratio of male 
to female hormone.

Unfortunately , cancer of the 
heart does occur. It is rare. 
Although it does occur, cancer 
of the muscles in general is 
relativ ely rare comp ared to 
cancer of the skin, digestiv e 


tract, 
lungs, 
rep roductiv e 
organs and breasfs. The heart 
really is a sp ecialized muscle. 
With the ex cep tion of the 
rep roductiv e sy stem (p rostate, 
cerv ix , uterus and breasts), the 
most common sites for cancer 
are those which are ex p osed to 
env ironmental 
factors. 
The 
digestiv e tract to the foods we 
eat, the lungs to the air and its 
contents that we breathe, the 
skin to sun, wind and air. This 
should say something about the 
imp ortance of env ironmental 
factors in 
cancer. 
It also 
suggests p rev entiv e measures 
may be imp ortant. 
A classic ex amp le is cigarette 
smoking. Less than 10 p er cent 
of 
lung 
cancers 
occur 
in 
nonsmokers. If ev ery one quits 
smoking cigafettes tomorrow, 
the incidence of lung cancer 
would be sharp ly decreased. In 
other 
words, 
p rev entiv e 
measures would significantly 
decrease lung cancer.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Say ­ 
ing “I hav e nothing to hide.”

Agnew carefully made a dis­ 
tinction between his p ersonal 
p ap ers and the official records 
of the v ice p resident, ap p arent­ 
ly to av oid comp arisons be­ 
tween his decision* and- Presi­ 
dent Nix on’s refusal to turn 
ov er White House documents to 
p rosecutors in the Watergate 
affair. 
”You understand that, by 
making these records av ailable 
to y ou, I do not acknowledge 
that y ou or any grand jury 
hav e any right to records of the 
v ice p resident,” Agnew said in 
a letter Tuesday to U.S. Atty . 
George Beall in Baltimore. 
”Nor do I acknowledge the 
p rop riety of any grand jury in- 
v e s t i g a t i o n 
of 
p ossible 
wrongdoing on the p art of the 
v ice p resident so lorig as he oc- 
ciq)ies that office. These are 
difficult constitutional questions 


which need not at this moment 
be confronted.” 
Agnew also said he would be 
hap p y to meet with the p rose­ 
cutors to answer any questions. 
His records, while they would 
be made av ailable for in­ 
sp ection, were not to be re­ 
mov ed from his office, he said. 


Testimony related to Agnew 
in the inv estigation i.s ex p ected 
to be p resented to the grand 
jury later this week or early 
nex t week.

KNORR (AP) - Mud from 
North American riv ers has 
been recov ered from the ocean 
floor nearly 1,000 miles out 
oceanograp hers who say wastes 
dump ed at sea could trav el the 
same p ath. 
The greenish-gray mud con­ 
taining contintental debris was 
found at three sites as far as 
400 miles east of Bermuda and 
at three others west of Ber­ 
muda. 
“The silt came out of riv ers 
like the Hudson and the ones 
draining the St. Lawrence Sea­ 
way ,” said Dr. Charles D. Hol­ 
lister, 
marine 
geologist 
of 
Woods Hole Oceanograp hic In­ 
stitution. "The organic mat­ 
ter—the 
leav es, 
twigs and 
branclws that come down those 
riv ers—is basically what turns 
the mud green.” 
The sediment started its ride 
from the riv ers on a sea-bottom 
current that is 100 miles wide 
and is known to ex tend from 
Iceland to the West Indies, 
where it dies out, Hollister 
said. 


floor sediments brought aboard 
this 245-foot Woods Hole re­ 
search ship by a team of two 
dozen scientists and. students 
from Woods Hole, Worcester 
(Mass.) Poly technic Institute 
and other schools.

is a necessary part of city management and 
sh ould not be eliminated. 
‘‘I sincerely believe th at th e work of th e 
department sh ould be continued. We 
sh ouldn’t th row our marbles in th e ring 
and say we are no longer concerned about 
developing industrially . Th e q uestion is, 
h ow do we want to do it? In th e same 
manner we h ave been doing it, or sh ould 
we try a different vein?” Jones asked. 
Fourth Ward Councilman George Dugan 
said “th e department definitely needs to 
be continued, but we wafit someone wh o 
will do sopte good for us... It migh t be 
wise to ch ange our approach a little.” 
Broaddus told th e council th at any 
inq uiries to th e department of economic 
development could be h andled by h im or 
Jones. 
In oth er business, Jones told th e council 
th at after sandblasting, th e amount of rust 
and corrosion on th e structural steel th at 
supports th e wood floor of th e Wash ington 
Street Bridge h as been determined. Th e

Proud hunting dog 
is now just a pet

TEL AVIV (A P) - A dog s 
life is changing in the Middle 
East. 
The Saluki, once the monarch 
of the desert and a proud hunt­ 
er. is now nothing more than a 
pet to the nomadic Bedouin of 
the Sinai desert. But tradition 
still accords the Saluki a posi­ 
tion of veneration, even above 
the multipurpose camel. 
To Europeans and Ameri­ 
cans, the Saluki is a racing dog 
and a rare attraction at dog 
shows, like its cousins the 
Greyhound and the shaggy Af­ 
ghan. 
For centuries. Saluki dogs 
hunted gazelles and wild goats 
for the Arabs of Sinai. By tradi­ 
tion. a Moslem may eat the 
meat brought down by a Saluki 
but not by any other dog. 
But now there are few ga- 
Klles in the desert and wild 
mountain goats have all but 
disappeared. 
The reason, says Israeli natu­ 
ralist Yigal Selah. is that the 
desert is getting drier. Wild 
game, abundant in the days 
when Moses crossed the wilder­ 
ness from Egypt, has grown al­ 
most extinct with the drying 
sources of fresH water. 
In recent years, hungry Bed­ 
ouin hunting with fireanns — 
swnetimes with Israeli-made 
submachine guns — have near­ 
ly exterminated the remaining 
game. 
“ Now the dog hunts only for 
his own survival, usually for 
rats. A family of Arabs will 
have only one or two Salukis. 
There isn’t enough food for 
more,” Selah said in an inter­ 
view. The dog is fed from the 
family pot and in most Bedouin 
camps both dog and man rare­ 
ly have enough. 


Selah. a guide for the Nature 
Reserve Authority, is one of 
about 40 dog breeders in Israel 
who raise &lukis. Only a few 
raise the Sinai breed, which dif­ 
fers from the European varie­ 
ty- 
The Saluki looks much like 
the Greyhound, but it is small­ 
er Like a cheetah or gazelle, it 
is built for speed, with long 
powerful legs, a deep chest and 
a receding abdomen. It is short 
haired, but European Salukis 
may have long hair, or “ feath­ 
ering.” on the tail or ears. 
The Sinai Saluki, believed to 
be closest to the original dog of 
the Arabian desert, is heavier 
and broader in the chest than 
its European relatives 
This 
gives it greater stamina and 
strength for a long chase. 
Its off-white, sandy color 
makes it hard to spot at a dis­ 
tance in the drifting desert 
sands It doesn’t suffer from 
ticks, but it has a problem with 
camel fleas 


Selah says he has clocked one 
of his Salukis at 35 miles per 
hour for more than four miles 
Greyhounds may run slightly 
faster, but not for such long 
distances. 


The Saluki is thought to be 
the oldest domestic animal, out- 
dating even horses and goats. 
It has been hunting for man for 
7.000 years, perhaps more. 
Pictures and mummified re­ 
mains of the dog have been 
found in Elgyptian tombs, and it 
has been depicted in rock draw­ 
ings found in Turkey 
The Saluki was apparently in­ 
troduced into Europe by the 
Crusaders who brought it back 
from the Holy Land By con­ 
trast. Greyhounds have been 
known only for about 400 vears 


Scientists discover 
preying caterpillar

HONOLULU (A P) - The 
plodding, 
plant-eating 
cater­ 
pillar has a carnivorous cousin 
in Hawaii, scientists have dis­ 
covered. 
An 
inch-long 
caterpillar, 
known to its discoverer as a 
“ preying inchworm” or simply, 
“ The Beast,” gets its daily food 
by snaring such elusive prey as 
flies and mosquitoes. 
Where two or more cater­ 
pillars are gathered together, 
they are apt to eat each other. 
The preying caterpillar, the 
first to be found anywhere in 
the world, was discovered more 
than a year ago by Steve Mont­ 
gomery, 27, a graduate student 
in entomology at the University 
of Hawaii. 
Montgomery is now working 
on a scientific paper to official­ 
ly announce the find. 
”lf this caterpillar moved to 
the crop area, it would be 
ca lled a beneficial insect be­ 
ca me it probably would prey 
o n o ther insects that are con­ 
sidered harmful,” Montgomery 
sa id in an interview, “ but there 
na a ds to be at least two more 
y ea rs o f study .” 
Mo ntg o flwry ha s 
found four 
v a rieties o f the caterpillar - 


two brown and two green — 
thriving in Hawaii’s native for­ 
ests. 
The caterpillar has four legs 
at the rear and six at the front, 
just below the mouth With the 
back legs, it clings to the edge 
of a leaf and waits for passing 
insects. 
Although the caterpillar has 
eyes, 
Montgomery 
said 
it 
seems to depend on a keen 
sense of touch. A nudge on the 
hindquarters alerts the cater­ 
pillar to the fact that dinner is 
served 
The caterpillar snaps around 
to clutch the unwaiy insect in a 
basket of spiny front claws. 
Tlien it stra^ htens out and 
dines. 
The entire motion is com­ 
pleted in about one-twentièth of 
a second. Montgomery said. 
“ It’s 
really 
gruesome 
to 
watch it eat,” he said. Obliv­ 
ious to the wriggling and flap­ 
ping of its meal, the cateipillar 
chomps through tough insect 
shells with a pmnted pair of 
lips, which resemble a steam 
stovel in operation. 


Montgomery said the preyii^ 
inchworm, and its course of 
evolution, is a likely topic for 
his PhD dissertation.

Vietnam veterans 
greup is feunded

W EST HARTFORD. Conn. 
(A P) — In addition to the prob­ 
lems they have finding jobs or 
getting an education Vietnam 
veterans face a generation gap, 
the founder of a new national 
veterans group believes. 
“Most members of veterans 
groups are ^ to 30 years older. 
It’s hard for the Vietnam era 
veteran to relate,” said Harvey 
A. Dennenberg. who spent nine 
years in Southeast Asia as a 
Naval Officer. 
Dennenbei^ is national com­ 
mander of the American Indo- 
China Veterans L^ ion, an or­ 
ganization he founded in Sep­ 
tember 1972 with four other 
Vietnam veterans. 
Despite a lack of national 
publicity the Legion’s member­ 
ship has doubled in recent 
weeks to around 4,200 from 25 
states, Dennenheig said. 
Dennenberg, a systems su­ 
perviser for the Aetna Life & 
Casualty Co., said he tried to 
work through an established 
veterans organization to start a 
program for Vietnam vets but 
the organization showed little 
interest. 
His group has established na­ 
tional headquarters in Washing­ 
ton, D C. It presently employs 
one full-time staff member who 
is a combination secretary, lob­ 
byist and chief recruiter, Den­ 
nenberg said. 
“ We re negotiating with vari­ 
ous foundations for funding to 
increase our staff,” he said. 


The Legion has designated 
“ district commanders” in sev­ 
eral states to carry on recruit­ 
ing. 
“ We have to convince the 
veteran we’re out to help him 
and we’ve got to prove we can 
before he’ll join,” Dennenberg 
said. 
The Legion plans to work for 
two things — jobs and educa­ 
tional 
benefits. 
Dennenberg 
said many World War II veter­ 
ans came home and found their 
old jobs waiting for them plus 
all of the benefits they would 
have received if they hadn’t 
gone into service. The Vietnam 
veteran comes home and not 
only does he not have a job 
waiting for him, “ the first thing 
they do is check your arm for 
needle marks.” he said. 
In education “ the Vietnam 
veteran has come out at the 
bottom of the heap. The only 
time benefits were worse than 
now was in 1965,” Dennenberg 
said. 
He said only a few states 
such as Connecticut,Massachu­ 
setts, Illinois and New Jersey 
have acted on their own to he^ 
recent veterans continue their 
education. 
Despite its name Dennenberg 
said the Legion is open to any­ 
one who served in the arm ^ 
forces anywhere in the world 
after 1952 or, for that matter, 
anyone who feels he can identi­ 
fy with the group. 
“ The only requirement is that 
he has to be a veteran, ” he 
said. 


Religion spurs Mornfions 
to stockpile food items

SALT LA KE CITY. UUh 
(AP) — An old Mormon prac­ 
tice of storing private supplies 
of food for use in times of 
emergency is taking on new 
meaning with predictions of na­ 
tionwide food shortages. 
The practice dates to the ear­ 
ly days of the pioneer Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints in the Salt Lake Valley 
when families were urged to 
preserve enough food to last 
seven years, a spokesman for 
the church’s 3.25 million mem­ 
bers said in an interview. 


They urged Utah consunners 
not to panic and thus create an 
“ artificial food crisis.” 


Another church spokesman 
said a few “ kooks” within the 
church see the current econom­ 
ic pattern and possible food 
shortages predicted in some 
parts of the United SUtes ‘as 
doomsday and are yelling it 
around and panicking many 
others.” 


Some relate the practice to 
the religious belief of the sec­ 
ond coming of Christ, a time 
they believe will be accom­ 
panied by famine and fighting, 
he said. 


He said church policy, in 
light of the national economic 
situation, is ” to admonish Mor­ 
mons to do just what they’ve 
been doing from the b^ in- 
ning’” 


Paul Meacham, his wife and 
five children, take seriously the 
church’s suggestion to store 
food and have stockpiled nearly 
one year's supply. 


“ We’ve had food in our base­ 
ment. 
out 
in 
the 
garage, 
stacked up in closets and one 
time we even stored it on spe­ 
cially made boards beneath our 
beds," Meacham said. 


A housewife, who declined to 
be 
identified 
because 
she 
feared looters, said she pre­ 
serves just about everything 
the family uses for food — 
grains, lard, fruits, vegetables. 
She said her family draws from 
the large stockpile and replaces 
items with bulk lots purchased 
during market sales. 


A church spokesman said he 
did not know how many Mor­ 
mons store food, but Meacham 
guessed it was 10 per cent “ and 
growing.” 


Meacham said he stoclqiiles 
in preparation for any number 
of natural or economic emer­ 
gencies such as earthquakes, 
crop failure or transportation 
strikes. 


Stockpilers and their zeal ap­ 
parently were responsible in 
part for a recent statement by 
Gov. Calvin L. Hampton, a 
Mormon, and church leaders. 


Desalting, or the production 
of fresh water from saline 
sources, is now providing about 
300 million gallons of fresh wa­ 
ter daily for cities and in­ 
dustries around the world.

If you make vour own 
orange juice or eat pelled 
oranges, it's doubtful that you'll 
consume any coloring which is 
limited to the surface of the 
peel.

Emphasis on small 
autos for next year 


DETROIT (A P) - Spurred 
by the gasoline shortage, small 
car sales are higher than ever 
and are expected to take the 
spotlight when the U.S. auto in­ 
dustry presents its 1974 models 
next month. 
Ford, General Motors, Chrys­ 
ler and American Motors all 
put heavy emphasis on their 
new offerings at the smaller, 
lower-priced end of the line. 


The U.S. automakers sold 1,- 
759,706 compact and subcom­ 
pact cars in the first seven 
months of 1973, an increase of 
436333 over the same period 
last year. The small cars ac­ 
counted for 29.3 per cent of 
U.S. domestic auto sales in the 
first seven months of this year, 
compared with 22.4 per cent in 
the same period of 1972. 


Small foreign cars also are 
selling well. Volkswagen sold 
296,934 cars in the first six 
months of this year, compared 
with 265,366 in the first half of 
1972. 


Mazda, the only car on the 
U.S. market with the Wankel 
rotary engine, has sold 73,055

But it appeared virtually cer­ 
tain that the hot spot in the 
1974 auto sales race would be 
the small car field. 
Entries such as AMC's new 
c o m p a c t-sized Matador II 
coupe and Ford's rejuvenated 
Mustang line were typical of of­ 
ferings in that category. 
American manufacturers ex­ 
pressed confidence their small- 
car offerings would further 
blunt the inroads of foreign 
cars into the U.S. market. 
There was general agreement 
among them that the foreign- 
car share of the U.S. market, 
which reached 15 per cent in 
1970 and 13.3 per cent last year, 
would be reduced next year. 
Chrysler president John J. 
Riccardo said, “ The trend to­ 
ward smaller vehicles has been 
in effect now for some time, 
several years, and with the em­ 
phasis on gasoline and the 
shortage thereof and the prices 
thereof and one thing and an­ 
other, that trend will undoubt­ 
edly continue.” 
The U.S. auto firms also in­ 
tensified studies of alternate 
power plants, like Wankel. a 
German-developed engine that 
has only one-third as many 
parts, half the size and half the 
weight of a comparable piston 
engine.

"If my man operating the 
booth wants someone to have 
an easier chance to win, then 
he places the milk bottles 
closer to the front of the booth 


and stacks them far apart If 
he wants them to lose, he 
stacks the bottles closer togeth­ 
er so they are solid and harder 
to tijH)ver or he can place 
them at the back of the booth." 
Sheley does not say how 
much he makes a year with his 
carnival, but he will tell you 
that he gets a return of |6 for a 
|2 teddy bear in places like 
Kansas where people are good 
with guns and baleballs. In oth­ 
er states where his customers 
are not quite so skilled he says 
he makes |8 to $10 per |2 bear. 
Whatever, he makes enough 
to spend the off season hunting 
water foul and big game. And 
as he says that "takes a lot of 
nickels and dimes." 
He has been in the carnival 
business 20 years. He started at 
15 as a barker standing in a 
sideshow booth daring, tempt­ 
ing and enticing people to try 
to fish a rubber duck out of a 
metal pond. 
He is a third generation bark­ 
er. His father and grandfather 


operated bingo games across 
Kansas and Missouri before the 
game was prohibited. 
"Ten years ago I wouldn’t 
take my family with me when I 
went on the road; the carnivals 
I worked with were just too 
rough," he said. "Times have 
changed. We run what is called 
a Sui^ay school carnival." 
Other 
things 
have 
also 
changed. The average machine 
in his arcade cost $1,200, he 
said. He has 50 of them. 
"It takes a lot of nickels and 
dimes to pay for one of these 
machines," he said. "But mon­ 
ey comes in pretty fast and a 
good machine pays for itself 
and makes a profit in seven 
months.”

KANSAS QTY (AP) - The 
next step in protecting people 
from being mangled in highway 
crashes, perhaps air bags or 
perhaps the compulsory wear­ 
ing of seat belts, depends a 
great deal on a dummy. 
The point came up as news­ 
men questioned top Chrysler 
Corp., engineers and research­ 
ers in connection with a pre­ 
view of their 1974 models. 
The focus of the air bag vs. 
seat belt struggle at the mo­ 
ment is on the dummy which 
has been used in simulated 
crashes to measure and identi­ 
fy the punishing forces inflicted 
on drivers and passengers. 
“ It’s not a good dummy " 
said Alan G. 
L oofbourrow, 
Chrysler’s vice president for 
engineering and research. 
"In crashes at 30 miles an 
hour, it has indicated that a 
seat belt failed; but we know of 
similar crashes at 60 miles an 
hour when people with seat 
belts came out almost unhurt. 
There is something wrong with» 
the dummy. We don’t know 
what."

Before Australia made the 
wearing of seat belts com­ 
pulsory two years ago, their 
use was estimated as about the 
same as in the United States— 
20 per cent. Since then, usage 
is estimated at 80 per cent and 
fatalities have shrunk 20 per 
cent. 
Haeusler reports similar laws 
have been proposed in 20 states 
in this country, but none has 
passed. 
L oofbourrow put in; 
"A ir bags cannot solve the 
problem in all kinds of acci­ 
dents." 
Haeusler raised an objection 
to the government’s* urgings 
that smaller cars can save 
scarce fuel.

cited 
several 
studies 
which indicate that the lighter 
the car the more likely there 
are to be deaths and injuries if 
it is in a crash. 
The new Plymouths, Chrys- 
lers and Imperials were in­ 
troduced to newsmen Wednes­ 
day.

M ilt Tesson, a St. L ouis Coun­ 
ty station owner and president 
of the MCPR, said he is encour­ 
aging station owners to file 
hardship complaints with the 
Inftrnal Revenue Service. Tes­ 
son said the guidlines, which 
stations to be limited to a 


seven-cent gross margin on 
each gallon of gasoline sold, 
will hurt many dealers and 
force some out of business.

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Muckraker finds 
reason for work

WASHINGTON 
- 
Americans 
hav e 
soaked up many a shock lately ; no wondsr 
some are punchy . Our leaders hav e lied to 
us about war and peace. A 10-y ear conflict 
has been lost, all its hopes in ruins. 
Atrocities hav e tarnished the image of our 
military . A dozen congressional figures 
hav e been conv icted or censured. 


Crime rises while law enforcement at the 
highest lev els is subv erted; one prominent 
prosecution after another fails because the 
jury 
finds 
the 
gov ernment 
more 
(disreputable than the accused. Our dollar 
has lost almost as much credibility as the 
White House. 


It is a sy mbol of a world turned upside 
down that ev en the late J . Edgar Hoov er is 
now disparaged by superiors. And lest 
any one escape the grim news. Watergate 
dramatizes and compounds it all. 
People come to hate those who destroy 
their faith. They begin to believ e that all 
politicians are corrupt, that the press is 
incorrigibly v enal, that the nation is 
diseased — all infected by a sy stem that 
somehow 
has 
ceased 
to 
work. 
So 
persuaded, millions sink into a funk, or rise 
into a dudgeon, alike v ulnerable to the 
nostrums of political quacks who nev er fail 
to come forward. 


Should the muckraker take a sabbatical? 
No. Until he is ready to concede that 
America is sick bey ond the cure of truth, 
he must continue to stalk the incriminating 
memo and the double-entry ledger. 


Strangely 
enough, 
he 
has 
more 
confidence in America than most others. 
In this season of disillusion, when our 
national spirit is damp and bedraggled, 
perhaps he can serv e by once in a while 
writing about how his pursuit of grafters 
and chiselers has taught him to better 
respect and lov e his country . 


The muckraker's career hangs upon 
three attributes of our society . First, the 
relativ e scarcity of corruption: If it were 
the norm, it would not be news. Second, 
the probity of most citizens: If the majority 
found official corruption undisturbing, the 
cry of the reformer would become hollow. 
Third, the ultimate responsiv eness to 


truth, when forced to the wall, of our 
gov ernmental sy stem: It has demonstrated 
a unique toleration, howev er reluctant, of 
hostile inquiry . 


Tough though his hide gets to be, the 
inv estigativ e reporter is as emotionally 
needful of emphatic response as a clown or 
an actor. If his public was unmov ed by 
ex posures, if his work did not sometimes 
cause wrongs to be righted, he would soon 
lose stomach for it and become a speech 
writer or an ad man at better pay . 


He learns in the most intimate way that 
the people care deeply that right be done. 
And he comes to know in his bones that 
though an indiv idual politician, or a 
gov ernment agency , or ev en a whole 
administration may be his adv ersary the 
American sy stem is his friend. 


There is one comforting thing about the 
nature of crime — its particularity . A Lee 
Harv ey Oswald or a William Galley or a 
Charles Manson is not representativ e of a 
society or an army or a generation. He is an 
aberrant. 
We 
discov er 
this 
in 
the 
peculiarities of his disturbed life; we know 
it, too, from looking at the rest of America. 


Applied to political crimes, the rule of 
particularity again puts things in balance. 
Among the affluent and the priv ileged, 
crimes 
are 
committed 
by 
culpable 
indiv iduals, calculatingly , for identifiable 
motiv es. 


J ust as the ideologue will ex cuse the 
actual felon in order to indict society as the 
criminal, the professional patriot bemoans 
any ex posure of flaws because he is not 
really 
sure 
about 
the 
strength 
and 
goodness of this land and secretly fears it 
may crumble if the facade is disturbed. 


The muckraker has no such doubts. He 
pounces with unholy zeal on any clue of 
malfeasance precisely because he is secure 
in his faith that this country is too go6 d and 
too strong to be hurt by the truth. The 
pillars will stand; let the dry rot be blasted 
out. 


Perhaps a reporter, like a prize fighter, is 
in trouble the moment he gets a bit 
reflectiv e and sentimental. But when I see 
this nation scourging itself because it must 


hav e the truth, I must rise from my 
wallowiiigs to say and urge others to say , 
“ Hov e America.”

brought closer. An ov ertight control of 
money can lead to serious amounts of 
unemploy ment. 


Item: Gov ernment and industry must 
both take some determined steps to 
increase production when needed. In part, 
this 
means 
better 
gov ernment 
data 


nationally and internationally (on such 
matters for ex ample as the international 
wheat crop and the probability of drought 
in Russia). In part, it means more rapid 
gov ernment 
action 
to 
relax 
certain 
controls 
— 
such 
as 
farm, acreage 
restrictions and other restraints on output 
— and more responsiv e gov ernment action 
in releasing stocks of ov erpriced basic 
materials. 


This 
again 
won’t 
be 
easy 
of 
accomplishment. Gov ernment data on 
economics, commerce, production and 
purchases ~ especially international data 
— is gathered inefficiently , is incomplete, 
frequently inaccurate and almost alway s so 
slow in arriv ing in the hands of those who 
need to use it that it frequently is (d not 
much account ex cept to scholars. 


The Commerce Department, on which a 
heav y share of collection, compilation and 
analy sis depends, has *one of the most 
inefficient bureaucracies in Washington 


(though it has some v ery good men) ahd 
the 
Agriculture 
Department’s 
foreign 
collection sy stem is hardly better. 


Item: It will be necessary for both the 
gov ernment and industry to st^ up on 
research on substitute materials (for 
petroleum, as an ex ample), on more 
efficient means of production, on domestic 
sources of supply , on improv ed materials 
and end products. The problem here is that 
Congress has a habit of cutting back on 
research requests in times of inflation 
when they ’re most sorely needed. 


The federal gov ernment departments 
too frequently sacrifice important research 
projects in fav or of operations when 
budget hokMowns are called for. Yet 
we're not going to solv e inflation (ex cept at 
the cost of a recession) and we’re not going 
to be able to meet foreign competition 
unless we improv e our know-how at a 
more rapid pace.

’TIMBUKTU, MaU - ’The Uttle girl’s 
buttocks had shrunk until they were only a 
jumble of sandy , wrinkled skin. Her legs 
and arms were mere skeleton bones, 
accented by gruesome fleshless knobs at 
the knees and elbows. 


The child was clear­ 
ly marasmic, the body 
hav ing wasted away to 
the point where a medi­ 
cal ex pert would say 
to me matter-of-factly : 
“ This 
child 
will die 
in this sUte — before 
kwashiorkor ev er sets 
in ’ 


As I looked around the refugee camp just 
outside this fabled old city , 1 saw many 
more y oungsters who were likely to die 
because kwashiorkor had set in. ’The 
edema so ty pical of this nutritional disease 
of infants was manifest in the grossly 
swollen feet and hands, the bloated bellies, 
the sev ere dermatitis of the head. 
'Two children died during my first hours 
in that camp, now crowded with some 
6,000 people who grov eled in the desert 
sand under goatskin tents. Forty children 
had died in two weeks. Distraught mothers 
carried babies who already were the liv ing 
dead and would soon become just a 
statistic in the grim toll of hunger and 
starv ation in the Sahel region of West 
Africa. 
I hav e come here to do a telev ision 
documentary 
for 
Post-N ew sweek 
Broadcasting, and for once in my 25 y ears 
of journalism I hav e the sense that my 
ty pewriter can be no match for the camera 
in recording and communicating the 
dimensions of the catastrophe nature has 
heaped upon millions of people in Senegal, 
Mauritania, Mali, Upper Volta, Niger and 
Chad. 


These are the countries that make up the 
Sahel, 
that 
miserably 
poor, 
slightly 
inhabitable border of land just south of the 
great Sahara desert. 
This is forbidding land under the best of 
circumstances. But when the rains don’t 
come in ample quantity for fiv e y ears, and 
the sun beats down mercilessly on day s 
when it is 115 in the shade, and the desert 
sneaks up on v illage after v illage at the 
rate of one to fiv e miles a y ear, the Sahel 
becomes hell. 
And there is drought. And hunger. And 
simple starv ation of cattle. And buzzards 
telling the pathetic story of tragedy with 
their endless dips and circles in search of 
carnage. And weak children dy ing of 
measles. And outbreaks of cholera. And 
hungry babies eating themselv es to death 
when a grain supply shows up. And cattle 
drinking themselv es to death when the 
first water hole is reached. 


Before I got here the ex perts said 6 
million people in the Sahel faced'the risk of 
starv ation. While here, watching children 
die, I noted that a United Nations official 
had asserted that the threat of famine is 
under control. Then a few day s later the 
League of Red Cross Societies said that the 
impact of the drought is twice as bad as 
first thought, and that 13 million persons 
are in clanger of starv ation. 


I cannot play the numbers game. But 1 
know what I am seeing: flies feasting on 
the sore-pocked face of a child pot-bellied 
and deformed by hunger; children cry ing 
incessantly , their mothers wailing because 
their children are too enfeebled to stand in 
line for the sickly -green concoction of pea 
soup and jam that is their emergency 
feeding that 1 suspect has been staged for 
our cameras; the mob of “ well-off*^ 
women waiting at the equiv alent of city 
hall, hoping to buy relief rice at six cents a 
pound, with one mother nursing the one 
egg that she has just bought for 30 cents. 


1 flew here on a U.S. Air Force C-130 
which carried 19,000 pounds of emergency 
grain. Mali officials here make it clear that, 
but for these flights and the mercy * 
missions just begun by the British, the 
death toll would be horrendous. 


On this v ei7 morning when I saw 
children dy ing in ’Timbuktu I also saw the 
bitter irony of a driv ing rainstorm. It 
heaped 
misery 
upon 
misery 
in the 
wretched camp. It filled mud puddles and 
ponds in which the stronger of the children . 
could frolic ~ ev en at the risk of getting 
the dread disease bilharzia. It washed out 
some roads ov er which the emergency 
grain might hav e been transported to 
outly ing areas of potential famine. And 
then suddenly the desert swallowed up that 
water and y ou would hardly hav e guessed 
that 
Timbuktu had 
had 
its 
second 
meaningful rain in a y ear. 
’The hunger and starv ation and disease 
will not end In the á ihel either this 
summer or nex t. It will take a miracle to 
produce ev en halfway adequate crops this 
y ear. And ev en if the rains come. 8 0 to 90 
per cent of the cattle already are dead in 
many areas; the seed grains hav e been 
eaten in desperation, and there is no hope 
other than for aid from the rest of the 
world.

suggested cake, or the Chartist mobs of 
Britain cried “ bread or blood" or Sir 
’Thomas More wished that workers “ might 
hav e glass in their windows and eat medí 
once a week.”

After 25 y ears, there are o nce 
mo re card-carry ing Co mmu­ 
nists in the United States. 
After y ears o f meeting in se­ 
cret fo r fear o f ex po sure; o f 
being called befo re Co ngres­ 
sio nal co mmittees; o f suspect­ 
ing that each new party recruit 
wo rks fo r the FBI. American 
Co mmunism is. as the o fficial 
line puts it. "sho wing the face 
o f the party ." 
The membership cards, being 
issued fo r the first time since 
194 8, are the tangible pro o f that 
the Co mmunists no lo nger think 
they wo uld be best o ff if no bo dy 
knew who they were. 
The reaso n fo r the Co mmu­ 
nist co ming-o ut appears to be 
the fact that the thaw in inter­ 
natio nal 
relatio ns 
has 
co n­ 
v inced mo st Americans that the 
Co mmunist Co nspiracy — so 
much a fact o f life a decade o r 
two ago — is no lo nger o n the 
v erge 
o f 
o v erthro wing 
the 
United States. In the wo rds o f 
that perio d, few peo ple no w ap­ 
pear to be lo o king fo r Reds un­ 
der their beds. 
"Yo u do n’t see the anti-Co m- 
munists o ut with placards the 
way y o u did 10 o r 15 y ears 
ago ,” say s H. L. "Bill" Rich­ 
ardso n, a Califo rnia state sena­ 
to r, an autho r, a radio co m­ 
mentato r and a o ne-time mem­ 
ber o f the J o hn Birch So ciety . 
"May be 
they ’re 
wo rking 
within the Republican party , o r 
hav e quit to jo in the American 
Independent party . Or may be 
they ’v e just thro wn up their 
hands and say ‘I’m go ing to en­ 
jo y my self befo re they co me 
marching do wn the street.’ ” 
Like the 
cards 
— 
"The 
y o unger peo ple wanted them. 
They ’re pro ud to be Co mmu­ 
nists,” say s Gus Hall, the par­ 
ty ’s general secretary — the 
signs o f the thaw are o ften 
mo re sy mbo lic than any thing 
else. But the sy mbo ls are the 
tangible ev idence o f a public 
mo o d. 
Fo r ex ample: 
—J o e L. Matthews, natio nal 
co mmander 
o f 
the 
alway s 
s t a u n c h l y anti-Co mmunist 
American Legio n, v isited the 
So v iet Unio n and Po land last 
winter. When he returned, he 
wro te an article in the Legio n’s 
magazine 
that 
was 
frankly 


glo wing in its praise o f v eter­ 
ans’ facilities in the two co un­ 
tries. 
—The Legio n has merged its 
Americanism div isio n with the 
Div isio n o n Children and Yo uth, 
and the Americanism staff has 
been sharply reduced fro m a 
decade ago . 
— In Washingto n, the Sub- 
v e r s i v e Activ ities Co ntro l 
Bo ard has been phased o ut and 
the Ho use Un-American Activ i­ 
ties Co mmittee has been turned 
into the Ho use Internal Security 
Co mmittee. The reco nstituted 
co mmittee hasn’t held a hear­ 
ing o n Co mmunism in mo re 
than two y ears. 
— The Co mmunists them­ 
selv es see a no ticeable differ­ 
ence in the way they ’re greeted 
when they trav el and make 
speeches, altho ugh Gus Hall’s 
presidential campaign — he go t 
abo ut 25,000 v o tes in the 13 
states where he was o n the bal­ 
lo t 
— 
hardly demo nstrates 
massiv e suppo rt. 
"There’s no questio n that the 
atmo sphere is so much better,” 
Hall say s. "It's a pleasure to 
present the party ’s po sitio n 
no w. What’s interesting is that 
y o u v ery seldo m meet so meo ne 
who 
is 
purpo sefully 
nasty . 
Peo ple disagree, but they are 
respectful.” 
—In Califo rnia, where anti- 
Co mmunist sentiment is still 
stro nger than mo st places, the 
State Senate’s co mmittee o n 
Un-American 
activ ities 
was 
do wngraded two y ears ago to a 
subco mmittee

civ il 
dis­ 
o rders. 
But ev en in so uthern Califo r­ 
nia, where the J o hn Birch 
So ciety has American Opinio n 
Libraries scattered ev ery few 
miles, there seems to be a lack 
o f interest amo ng the po pulace 
in what the Birch So ciety sim­ 
ply calls The Co nspiracy 
J ust abo ut ev ery o ne who 
talks abo ut the change in atti­ 
tude sees its tangible o rigins in 
the ev ents o f the past decade: 
The war in Vietnam, the deci­ 
sio n to no rmalize relatio ns with 
mainland China, and the ac­ 
co rds with the So v iet Unio n. 
But many peo ple who hav e 
liv ed thro ugh the ’4 0s and ’50s, 
when ev ery candidate fo r pub­ 
lic o ffice was bo und to pay lip 
serv ice to his o ppo sitio n to

Co mmunism, sense that 
reaso ns are mo re subtle. 
And their co nsensus is that 
the clearest o f tho se reaso ns 
is 
a new generatio n that has 
gro wn up unencumbered by the 
attitudes o f their parents; that 
the attitudes o f the parents

Fatality record is improving 


WASHINGTON (AP) - High 
export demand and lowered 
forecasts on this season’s wheat 
prop size are two main reasons 
given for soaring wheat prices 
on the commodities and cash 
markets 
The supply situation has its 
origins in the just-concluded 
wheat marketing year 
Last year, with a bumper 
crop, exporters 
sold 
record 
amounts—1.185 billion bushels— 
after a decade of annual totals 
in the neighborhood of 750 mil­ 
lion bushels. Last year's total 
included the 440 million bushels 
sold to Russia. 
When the current marketing 
year started, as a consequence, 
carryover reserves, at 428 mil­ 
lion bushels, were 50 per cent 
below their level on July 1, 
1972. a week before the U.S.-So­ 
viet grain pact was announced. 
By July 13 of this year, per­ 
haps 947 million bushels had 
been committed already for ex­ 
port, shippers said, although 
the government says a quarter 
of that may be duplicate re­ 
porting In any case, of the to­ 
tal. 16 per cent had been sold to 
Russia, 12 per cent to the 
People's Republic of China. 8 
per cent to Japan and 11 per 
cent to the Common Market.

Waterfowl regulations issued for coming season

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Interior Department published 
waterfowl regulations Tuesday, 
designed to restrict sharply the 
take of species which suffered 
poor production this summer. 
The department said goose 
hunting would not be adversely 
affected, but drought reduced 
duck production and fall flights 
were expected to be 12 to 30 
per cent smaller than last year. 
The largest decreases in duck 
flights were predicted for the 
Mississippi and Central fly­ 
way s, with smaller decreases 
in the Atlantic and Pacific fly­ 
way s. 
The regulations issued by the 
department did not prescribe 
the specific hunting limits in 
each area, but offered a choice 
of complex formulas under 
which each state must establish 
its exact limits. 
The options take two basic 
approaches: one based on bag 
limits setting a number of each 
species which may be taken: 
the other based on a point sys­ 
tem, assigning a value to each 
species and thereby allowing 
the hunter to take a few high- 
point birds or many low-point 
birds as he likes. 
The states were expected to 
establish their selections by 
Aug 20, the Bureau of Sport 
Fisheries and Wildlife said. 
The bureau said that for the 
coming season, the hunting of 
canvasback and redhead ducks 
was forbidden entirely in the 
Atlantic flyway and in “ high 
harvest areas” of the Central 
and Mississippi flyways. 
Hunting of canvasbacks was 
barred in “ high harvest areas” 
of the Pacific flyway, but the 
ban in that flyway did not ap­ 
ply to redheads. 
Major restrictions of the fed­ 
eral “ framework regulations” 
for the forthcoming waterfowl 
hunting season include: 
Mississippi Flyway — The 
following areas are closed to 
canvasback and redhead hunt­ 
ing: 
Mississippi River — The en­ 
tire river, toth sides, from Keo­ 
kuk Dam upstream to Prescott, 
Minnesota, at the junction of 
the St. Croix. 
Minnesota — Itasca, Becker, 
Ottertail, Polk, Cass, Big Stone, 


Douglas, 
Grant, 
Kandigohi, 
Lyon, Pope, Traverse, Nicollet, 
Wabasha, Wright, and Sibley 
Counties. 
Missouri — St. Charles Coun­ 
ty 
South Dakota — Brookings, 
Codington, 
Day, Kingsbury, 
Lake and Roberts counties. 


States in the Atlantic, Mis­ 
sissippi, and Central Flyways, 
except point system states, 
may select a special scaup-only 
hunting season not to exceed 16 
consecutive days with a daily 
bag limit of 5 and a possession 
limit of 10 scaup, subject to the 
following conditions: 


The text of the regulations 
for waterfowl, coots, cranes, 
snipe and gallinules concludes: 
In considering amendments 
to regulations under the Migra­ 
tory Bird Treaty Act, the secre­ 
tary of the interior has ap- 
proved frameworks which 
prescribe season lengths, bag 
limits, shooting hours, and 
dates within which states may 
select 1973-74 seasons for hunt­ 
ing waterfowl, coots, and galli­ 
nules; cranes in parts of North 
Dakota, South Dakota, New 
Mexico, Texas. Colorado. Okla­ 
homa, Montana, and Wyoming, 
and for common snipe for the 
Pacific Flyway. 
General 
States may split their season 
for ducks or geese into two seg­ 
ments without penalty in num­ 
ber of days. Segments may be 
of unequal length. Exceptions 
to this rule are noted: 
Shooting hours in all states, 
on all species, and for all sea­ 
sons are Vfc hour before sunrise 
until sunset. Exceptions to 
these uniform shooting hours 
are noted. 
States in the Atlantic, Mis­ 
sissippi, and Central Flyways 
are reminded that if they did 
not select their gaUinule season 
in July, they should do so at 
the time they make their wa­ 
terfowl selections. Frameworks 
for gallinule are: outside dates: 
Sept. 1-Jan. 20; season length: 
not more than 70 days; bag 
limits: 15 daily, 30 in posses­ 
sion. Season may be split with­ 
out penalty. 
Any state in the Atlantic, 
Mississippi, or Central Flyway 
selecting neither a September 
teal season nor the point system 
may take an extra bag limit on 
blue-winged teal of 2 daily and 
4 in possession for 9 con­ 
secutive days during the regu­ 
lar duck season. This extra lim­ 
it is in addition to the regular 
duck bag limits.

Central Flyway 
Between Sept. 29, 1973, and 
Jan. 20,1974, states or portions 
of states placed in this flyway 
may select concurrent open 
seasons on ducks, coots, and 
mergansers of a 60 days with 
basic bag limits on ducks of 4 
daily and 8 in possession, or 
(b) 51 days with basic bag lim­ 
its on ducks of 5 daily and 10 in 
possession, or (c) 37 days with 
basic bag limits on ducks of 6 
daily and 12 in possession. 
The daily bag limit on ducks 
may not include more than 2 
wood ducks and 2 hen mallards 
and the possession limit on 
ducks may not include more 
than 4 wood ducks and 4 hen 
mallards. 
The bag limit on coots is 15 
daily and 30 in possession may 
be hooded mergansers. 
Except in closed areas, the 
limit on canvasbacks and red­ 
heads is 1 canvasbacks daily 
and 1 in possession or 1 red­ 
head daily and 1 in possession. 
Under the point system canvas­ 
backs and redheads count 100 
points each except in closed 
areas. The areas closed to can­ 
vasback and redhead hunting 
include: 
North Dakota—all that por­ 
tion east of State Highway 3, 
including all or portions of 27 
counties. 
South Dakota—The counties 
of Brookings, Codington, Day, 
Kingsbury, Lake, and Roberts. 


As an alternative to the con­ 
ventional bag limits for ducks, 
states in this flyway may select 
a point system bag limit. The 
point values for species and 
sexes taken are as follows: ex­ 
cept in closed areas, canvas­ 
backs and redheads count 100 
points each; 
hen mallards, 
wood ducks, and hooded merg­ 
ansers count 70 points each; 
blue-winged 
teal, cinnamon 
teal, widgeon, scaup and merg­ 
ansers except hooded county 10 
points each; all other species 
and sexes of ducks count 20 
points each. 
The season is 
closed on Mexican ducks in 
Texas, New Mexico, and Ari­ 
zona. 
The daily 
bag limit 
is 
reached when the point value of 
the last bird taken added to the 
sum of the point values of other 
birds already taken during that 
day reaches or exceeds 100 
points. The possession limit is 
the 2 maximum number of 
birds of species and sex which 
could have legally been taken 
in 2 days. 
Coots have a point value of 
zero, but the bag is limited to 


15 daily and 30 in possession as 
under the conventional limits. 
If a point system season is 
selected by the state, the sea­ 
son length in the High Plains 
Mallard Management Unit por­ 
tions of Colorado, Kansas, Mon­ 
tana, Nebraska. New Mexico, 
Texas, Oklahoma, North Da­ 
kota, South Dakota, and Wyom­ 
ing is 76 days, provided, that 
the last 16 days of such sea­ 
son must occur after Dec. 10. 
The season length for those 
portions 
of 
North 
Dakota, 
South Dakota, Nebraska, Kan­ 
sas. Oklahoma, and Texas not 
included in the High Plains 
Mallard Management Unit may 
not exceed 60 days. The High 
Plains area is roughly defined 
as that portion of the country 
which lies between the 100th 
meridian and the Continental 
Divide. 


Between Sept. 29, 1973, and 
Jan. 20, 1974, states in this fly­ 
way may select an open season 
on geese with a daily bag and 
possession limit not to exceed 5 
as follows: 
(1) The states of North Da­ 
kota, South Dakota, Nebraska, 
Kansas, Oklahoma, and Texas 
may select a season of 72 days. 
(b) The states of Montana, 
Wyoming, Colorado, and New 
Mexico may select a season of 
93 days for their Central Fly­ 
way portions, with a daily bag 
limit of 2 and a possession limit 
of 4 geese. 
In no state of the flyway may 
daily bag and possession limits 
include more than 2 white- 
fronted geese. Seasons and bag 
limits for individual states are 
as follows: 
In South Dakota the daily bag 
limit may not include more 
than 1 Canada goose and 1 
white-fronted goose and the 
possession limit may not in­ 
clude more than 2 Canada geese, 
or 1 white-fronted goose, or 1 
of each, provided the season on 
Canada geese does not extend 
beyond Dec. 2,1973. 
In all of Oklahoma except Al­ 
falfa, Bryan, Johnston, and 
Marshall counties, and in that 
portion of Texas lying west of 
U.S. Highway 81, the daily bag 
and possession limits may not 
include more than 2 Canada 
geese or 1 white-fronted goose, 
or 1 of each. 
In North Dakota the daily 
bag limit may not include more 
than 1 Canada goose, or 2 
white-fronted geese, or 1 of 
each. The possession limit may 
not include more than 2 Canada 


and white-fronted geese singly 
or in the aggregate of these 
species, provided, the season on 
Canada geese does not extend 
beyond Nov. 18,1973. 
In those portions of Nebraska 
and Kansas east of U.S. High­ 
way 183, the daily bag limit 
may not include more than 1 
Canada goose and 1 white- 
fronted goose and the posses­ 
sion limit may not include 
more than 2 Canada geese or 1 
white-fronted goose, or 1 of 
each. 


In those portions of Nebraska 
and Kansas west of U.S. High­ 
way 183, the daily bag and pos­ 
session limit may not include 
more than 2 Canada geese or 1 
white-fronted goose and 1 Cana­ 
da goose through Nov. 25,1973, 
and the daily bag limit may not 
include more than 1 Canada 
goose 
and 
1 
white-fronted 
goose, and the possession limit 
may not include more than 2 
Canada geese, 1 white-fronted 
goose, or 1 of each beginning 
Nov. 26.1973, provided, the Ne­ 
braska season on Canada geese 
does not extend beyond Dec. 9, 
1973, and the Kansas season on 
Canada geese does not extend 
beyond Dec. 16,1973. 
In the Oklahoma counties of 
Alfalfa, Bryan, Johnston, and 
Marshall, the state may select 
either: 
(a) A season of 51 days with­ 
in the 72-day period selected for 
the remainder of the state with 
daily bag and possession limits 
of not more than 2 Canada 
geese, or 1 white-fronted goose, 
or 1 of each; or (b) A season of 
72 days with a daily bag limit 
of not more than 1 Canada 
goose 
and 
1 
white-fronted 
goose, and a possession limit of 
not more than 2 Canada geese, 
or 1 white-fronted goose, or 1 of 
each. 
« 
In that portion of Texas lying 
east of U.S. Highway 81, the 
daily bag limit may not include 
more than 1 Canada goose, or 1 
white-fronted goose, and the 
possession limit may not in­ 
clude more than 2 Canada 
geese, or 1 white-fronted goose, 
or 1 of each. 
In all states in the flyway, 
the daily bag and possession 


limits may not include more 
than 1 Ross' goose. 
States in this flyway may se­ 
lect a season on sandhill little 
brown cranes with a daily bag 
limit of 3 and a possession limit 
of 6 according to the following 
framework: 
(a) 36 consecutive days from 
Oct 1 through Nov. 5, 1973, in 
the Central Flyway portion of 
Colorado except in the San Luis. 
Valley area 
(b) 93 consecutive days be­ 
tween Oct. 27, 1973, and Jan. 
31, 1974, in the New Mexico 
counties of Chaves. Curry. De 
Baca, Eddy. Lea, Quay, and 
Roosevelt, and in that portion 
of the state of Texas lying west 
of a line running south from the 
Oklahoma border along U.S.
